Every Bicycle Most l>e Equipped With an 


Alarm Bell and There Is a Penalty far 
Bitllne on Sidewalks—-Lanterns Arc Mot 
Keqairad, 


Here is the law as enacted by the gener- 


al court under date of June 14, governing 
;he use of hicycles: 


SECTION 1. Whoever, without the per- 


mit prflvlded for in section three of this 
act, rides iu a public highway, or town 
•way, street, square or park, a bicycle or 
tricycle at a rate of speed exceeding ten 
niles an hoar, or rides such machine on a 
Jdewalk, or rides such machine in the 
streets, squares or parks of any city when 
;he. same is not provided with a suitable 
alarm bell adapted for use by the rider, or 
afier 
sunset rides the 
same In any 


public way, square or park, whether with- 
in or without the limits provided with 
suitable alarm bell, shall be punished by 
fine not exceeding twenty dollars for each 
offcnco, and shall be further liable for all 
damages occasioned to any person by sucu 
unlawful act. 


SECT. 2. The term "sidewalk as used in 


this act shall mean any sidewalk laid oat 
as such by a city, town cr fire district, and 
any walk in a city or village which is re- 
served by custom for the use of pedestrians, 
or which has been specially prepared fcf 
their use. It shall not include crosswalks, 
nor shall it include footpaths on portions 
of public ways lying outside of the thickly 
settled parts of cities and are not invoroved 
by such cities or towns or by abuttors. The 
terms "bicycles," and "tricycles," as used 
in this act shall be deemed to include all 
vehicles propelled by the person ridinR the 
samp, by fool or hand power.

CONVENTION, 


SOCIETIES OF MANY COMPLEXIONS 


m CONFERENCE. 


They Adopt a Blatf orm Embracing Many 


Proposed Reforms—Independence of Ac- 
tion Advocated. 


BOSTON, June 19—Knights of Labor, 


tr».le unionists, socialist* and People's 
party men met here yesterday in state 
convention. 
Boston, Haverhill, Law- 


rence, Lowell, Brockton, Fall River, 
Springfield. Fitcbburg, Hingham, Holy- 
oke, Tauotnij, Worcester, Gloucester, 
Hudson, Marlboro and Salem were repre- 
sented. 
The conference was called to 


adopt a platform and to take action in the 
state election this falL James P. Carey 
of Haverhill was chosen chairman and 
J. McCarthy of Boston, secretary. The 
platform contained the following: 


"We denounce the legislation of all 


political parties that has contributed to 
establish a fiaancml system which en- 
ables private corporations, known as na- 
tional bduks, to regulate the purchasing 
power of the money tool and thereby con- 
trol the business and industries of the 
country. We hold the system, responsible 
for the present stagnation, and demand, 
in the words of Jefferson, that the circu- 
lation should be restored to the people to 
whom it belongs." 


The convention declared for an issue of 


money direct by the government, and the 
restoration of silver to the place held by 
it prior to 1ST6.

WASHINGTON, June 19.— Eugene Ger- 


main, United States consul in Berne, has 
gent to the department of state an ac- 
count oE the workings of a novel enter- 
prise there, beins a commission for the 
unemployed, created by law. A commit- 
tee ol seven, made up of representatives 
of labor unions, employers and the muni- 
cipal government undertook to provide 
employment for subscribers out o£ work, 
or to maintain them when awaiting em- 
ployment. 


Subscribers, when working, pay 8 cents 


per month dues. There is ulso an appro- 
priation of $1000 from tho city council, 
and charitable subscriptions. Subscribers 
out ot work for two weeks are entitled to 
benefits ranging from 10 to 3D cents per day 
about equal therein purchasing power to 
otu- 51 here. Benefits are paid only to 
persons innocently out of employment., 
aud persons leaving their work wilfully 
nud without just cause nre debarred from 
benefits. 


Comfortable headquarters 
are pro- 


vided in which the tiuetnnloyed. report 
twice daily and make themselves com- 
fortable. The consul gives other details 
of the system, which he says is satisfac- 
tory in its results to the authorities aud 
the citizens. One feature worthy of men- 
tion is that every member accepted work 
promptly when provided for by the asso- 
ciation, thus ceasing at onee to be an uu- 
necessnry burden.

Alarm Bell and There is a Penalty for 
Hiding on Sidewalks—Lanterua Are Mot

Here is the law as enacted by the gener- 


al court under date of June 14, governing 
the use of bicycles: 


SECTION 1. Whoever, without the per- 


mit provided for in section three of this 
act, rides in a public highway, or town 


way, 
street, square or park, a bicycle or 


tricycle at a rale of speed exceeding ten 
miles an hour, or rides such machine on a 
sidewalk, or rides such machine in the. 
streets, squares or parks of any city when 
Ihe same is not provided with a suitable 
alarm bell adapted for use by the rider, or

in any 


public way, square or park, whether with- - 
in or without the limits provided with. 
suiiable alarm bell, shall be punished by 
line not exceeding twenty dollars for each 
offence, and shall be further liable for all 
damages occasioned to any person, by such 
unlawful act. 


SECT. ". The term "sidewalk as used in 


this act shall mean any sidewalk laid out 
as such by a city, town or fire district, and 
any walk in a city or village which is re- 
served by custom for the use of pedestrians, 
or which lias bi-en specially prepared for 
their use. It shall not include crosswalks, 
nor shall it include footpaths on portions 
of public ways lying outside of the thickly 
sealed parts of cities and are not imoroved 
by such citic-s or towns or by abu'.tors.

SOCIETIES OF MANY COMPLEXIONS 


IN CONFERENCE, 


They Adopt a Platfofm Embracing Many 


Proposed Reforms—Independence of Ac- 
tlou Advocated. 


BOSWJS, Jun« 1»—Knights of Labor, 


trade unionist*, socialist* and People's 
party men met here yesterday in state 
convention. Boston, Haverhill, Law- 
rence, Lowell, Brockton, Fall River, 
Springfield. Fitchburg, Hingham, Holy- 
oke, Tannton, Worcester, Gloucester, 
Hudson, Marlboro and Salem wjr« repre- 
ceuted. 
The conference was called to 


adopt a platform aad to take action in tha 
Btute election this fall. Jamei F. Carey 
of Haverhill was chosen chairman and 
J. McCarthy of Boston, secretary. The 
platform contained the following: 


"We denounce the legislation of all 


political parties that ha» contributed to 
establish a financial system which en- 
ables private corporations, known as na- 
tional baulu, to regulate the purchasing 
power of the money tool and thereby con- 
trol the business and industries of the 
country. We hold the system responsible 
for the present stagnation, and demand, 
in the words of Jefferson, that the circu- 
lation should be restored to the people to 
whom it belongs." 


The convention declared for an issue of 


money direct by the government, and the 
restoration of silver to the place held by 
it prior to 18T6. Stock watering, uneqal 
taxation, the contract system, the in- j 
crease of Bell telephone stock by the 
legislature and many other things were 
denounced. The convention favored the 
government ownership of liquor saloons, 
liquor to be sold at cost. Another con- 
vention will be held before the elections, 
when all candidates will ba asked to sup- 
port the plattorm.

establish a financial system which en- 
ables private corporations, known as na- 
tional banks, to regulate the purchasing 
power of the money tool and thereby con- 
trol the business and industries of the 
country. 
We hold the system responsible 


for the present stagnation, and demand, 
in the words of Jefferson, that the circu- 
lation should be restored to the people to 
whom it belongs." 


The convention declared for an laane of 


money direct by the government, and the 
restoration of silver to the place held by 
it prior to 1876. Stock watering, uneqnl 
taxation, the contract system, the in- 
crease of Bell telephone Block by the 
legislature and many other things were 
denounced. The convention favored the 
government ownership of liquor saloons, 
liquor to be sold at cost.
